Academic  Assembly 

1.  How  are  decisions  made  at  Livingston? 

The  Academic  Assembly,  the  central  governing  body 
at  Livingston,  grew  out  of  a day-long  referendum 
of  the  entire  college  community.  The  original, 
faculty-dominated  government  was  dissolved  and  in 
its  place  one  with  equal  student  and  faculty 
representation  was  formed.  A 16-member  Executive 
committee  made  up  of  eight  students  and  eight 
faculty  functions  as  the  voice  of  the  college 
government.  It  also  mediates  disputes  between 
the  two  chambers  of  the  government,  student  and 
faculty.  What's  more,  the  student  chamber  of  the 
bicameral  body  is  composed  of  the  equal  numbers  of 
black,  white,  and  Puerto  Rican  students  and  any 
other  minority  group  that  demands  representation.

The  Board  handles  complaints  of  a non-academic, 
non-criminal  nature  by  any  member  of  the  college 
community.  Acts  against  persons,  personal  pro- 
perty, community  property,  or  the  survival  of  the 
Livingston  community  are  their  major  concerns.  If 
they  decide  there  is  sufficient  cause,  they  turn 
the  matter  over  to  the  Judicial  Board;  they  do  not 
decide  guilt.

1.  What  courses  are  required? 

No  specific  courses  are  required  except  those 
designated  by  your  major.  The  major  consists 
of  eight  to  fourteen  courses , depending  on  the 
department . 

All  students  are  required  to  declare  some  field 
of  concentration.  You  don't  have  to  take  an 
established  major,  however.  You  may  define  your 
own  program  of  concentration,  using  the  resources 
of  several  departments  and  in  consultation  with 
the  appropriate  faculty. 


2.  How  do  I major  in  something? 

You  fill  out  a "form"  in  the  spring  of  your  fresh- 
man year  which  is  filed  with  Bernard  Charles,  Dean 
of  Academic  Affairs. 

See  the  department's  faculty  members  or  department 
secretaries  to  find  out  the  requirement  for  a ma- 
jor for  a certain  department.  Or,  look  in  the 
Livingston  Catalogue,  pages  23-106. 


3.  How  can  I drop,  add,  or  change  a course? 

Step  1.  Go  to  the  Registrar's  Office  and  ask 
Minnie  Demby  or  Jan  Scott  for  the 
appropriate  forms. 

Step  2.  Fill  out  the  forms  and  get  the  necessary 

signatures.  These  may  be  the  instructor's 
your  adviser's,  or  the  dean's. 

Step  3.  Return  forms  to  the  Registrar's  Office. 

There  may  be  a fee  for  late  registration/for  all 

changes  after  the  first  day  of  classes. 


4.  What  the  hell  is  :02,  :790,  :441? 

:02  = this  indicates  the  school  that  offers  the 
course.  In  this  case,  it's  Livingston. 

(06  is  Douglass;  12  is  Rutgers,  etc.) 

:790  = the  second  three  numbers  indicate  what 

department  offers  the  course.  In  this  case, 
the  Political  Science  Department. 


:441  = is  the  number  of  the  individual  course. 


The  first  4 means  it's  intended  for  (but  not 
restricted  to)  fourth  year  students . 

The  1 at  the  end  of  441  is  an  odd  number,  and 
this  is  supposed  to  mean  that  the  course  is  given 
in  the  fall.  This  is  quite  often  not  the  case, 
and  you  should  check  with  the  department  to  make 
sure . 

grading  system 

5.  What  is  the  grading  system? 

HONORS  (H)  = superior 

CREDIT  (C)  = satisfactory 

NO  CREDIT  (NC)  = neither  of  the  above 

Students  also  receive  Student  Evaluation  Reports .

6.  What  are  Student  Evaluation  Reports? 

A written  evaluation  of  your  work  by  the  instructor 
that  goes  in  your  records.  If  you  don't  get  it  in 
the  mail  after  the  end  of  the  semester,  see  the 
instructor. 

records,  transcripts 

7.  Where  are  my  records  kept,  what  appears  on  them, 
and  who  can  see  them  besides  me? 

They  are  kept  in  the  Registrar's  Office.  Although 
this  is  under  negotiation,  the  present  policy  is 
that  all  courses  you  take,  whether  you  receive 
credit  or  not,  appear  on  your  transcript.  When 
you  want  your  transcript  sent  to  another  school, 
you  have  two  options.  (1)  have  the  official  tran- 
script sent  with  all  courses  taken  on  it,  or  (2) 
have  Dean  Garcia  write  a personal  letter  with  only 
the  courses  you  received  credit  for  on  it. 

No  one  outside  of  Livingston  without  your  permission 
in  most  cases,  can  see  your  records. 

mid-term  break 

8.  What  is  the  mid-term  evaluation  for? 

The  basic  purpose  is  to  review  the  progress  of  the 
course  as  a whole  and  the  students  individually  up 
to  that  point.  Formal  classes  will  be  called  off, 
and  the  teacher  and  students  will  meet  to  discuss 
the  course.

1 . What ' s i n my  dorm?

1.  What  if  I want  to  withdraw  from  Livingston? 

If  you  think  you  are  going  to  withdraw,  file  a 
withdrawal  form  with  Dean  Pervin  before  the 
first  day  of  classes  (September  14,  a Monday). 

If  you  wait  until  after  the  14th,  you  will  lose 
50%  of  the  tuition,  room  and  board  that  you  paid. 

If  you  don't  pay  your  bill  by  the  11th  and  you 
decide  you  do  want  to  go  to  Livingston,  you  will 
be  charged  a $15.00  fine  for  the  first  week  and

The  brief  history  of  the  Academic  Assembly  is 
outlined  on  pagel  [(.  of  the  Survival  Information 
section . 

The  Assembly  makes  the  rules  that  govern  your 
life  in  and  related  to  your  education. 

It  differs  from  the  governments  of  other  colleges  in 
the  University  in  that  that  students  and  the  faculty 
chambers  share  equally  in  all  decisions. 

It  is  also  unique  in  that  it  is  probably  one 
of  the  only  colleges  or  governing  bodies 
anywhere  where  they  are  seeking  to  create 
equal  racial  representation.  The  Student 
Chamber  will  be  composed  of  an  equal  number 
of  Black,  White  and  Puerto  Rican  students, 
and  an  equal  number  of  representative  from 
all  "other"groups . 

The  Constitution  of  the  Academic  Assembly 
appears  in  full  on  page  i>3  this  section. 

It  gives  details  of  the  powers,  procedures, 
composition  and  implementation  of  this  body.

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COMPLAINT  BOARD 


Created  by  the  Joint  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Academic  Assembly,  the  function  of  the 
Complaint  Board  is  to  protect  individuals  of 
the  college  community  and  the  college  as  a 
whole . 

The  board  will  heo«*  and  counsel  complaints  of 
a non-criminal  nature,  including  acts  against 
individuals,  personal  property,  community 
property  and  the  college  as  a whole. 

It  may  refer  them  to  the  Judicial  Board. 


JUDICIAL  BOARD 

This  Board  will  deal  mainly  with  non-criminal 
acts  that  violate  College  or  University  statutes. 

It  will  attempt  to  reconcile  parties  by  holding 
informal,  separate  and  then  formal,  court-like 
proceedings . 

Cases  may  be  referred  directly  to  the  Board.

SPEAKER  OF  THE  SENATE 


The  Speaker,  whose  office  is  on  the  seaond  floor 
of  the  LIA,  room  2033,  is  actually  two  people:  the 
speaker  of  the  student  chamber  and  the  speaker  of  the 
faculty  chamber.  They  are  the  people  to  see  if  you 
would  like  to  be  on  a committee,  or  have  suggestions, 
concerns,  etc.  about  the  academic  government  at 
Livingston . 
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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  ACADEMIC  GOVERNMENT  OF  LIVINGSTON  COLLEGE 


ARTICLE  I.  Allocation  of  Powers 

1.  Legislative  power  over  academic  affairs  shall  be  held  by  the  Livingston  College 
Academic  Government,  consisting  of  a Faculty  Chamber  and  a Student  Chamber. 

2.  The  two  Chambers  shall  have  joint  jurisdiction  in  regard  to: 

a.  Determining  such  additional  requirements  for  admissions  as  are  necessary 
for  entrance  into  several  curricula; 

b.  Setting  up  the  requisite  curricula  for  academic  work  and  providing  for  the 
schedule  of  courses; 

c.  Adopting  regulations  regarding  attendance,  conduct  of  examinations,  gra- 
ding, scholastic  standing  and  honors  in  courses  and  other  appropriate  mat- 
ters. 

d.  Fixing  specific  requirements  for  degrees  and  recommending  for  degrees  in 
course,  through  the  President  to  the  Board  of  Governors,  those  candidates 
who  have  fulfilled  the  requirements  for  the  appropriate  degrees. 

e.  Adopting  regulations  governing  procedures  of  the  Academic  Government. 

f.  Making  recommendations  to  the  President  of  the  University  Senate  respec- 
ting any  phase  of  college  or  university  activity. 

g.  Proposing  through  the  Senate  and  the  President  amendments  to  these  regula- 
tions to  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Governors. 

h.  Establishing  the  composition,  rules,  and  jurisdiction  of  any  judicial  bo- 
dies of  the  College  dealing  with  primarily  academic  matters; 

i.  Academic  advising; 

j.  Such  additional  powers  over  academic  affairs  as  shall  be  conferred  upon 
the  College  by  the  Senate,  President,  and  the  Board  of  Governors. 

k.  Academic  matters  not  otherwise  specified. 

l.  The  determination  whether  a given  matter  is  an  academic  matter. 

m.  The  determination  whether  a given  academic  matter  comes  under  the  joint 
jurisdiction  of  the  two  Chambers  or  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  one  of 
them. 

3.  All  actions  in  regard  to  matters  under  the  joint  jurisdiction  of  the  two  Cham- 
bers must  receive  the  approval  of  a majority  of  those  present  and  voting  in 
each  Chamber.  Actions  must  be  approved  in  identical  form  by  each  Chamber. 

4.  Each  Chamber  shall  select  from  its  members  seven  persons  to  serve  on  a joint 
Executive  Committee.  This  Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  coordinating 
actions  of  the  two  Chambers,  and  for  reconciling  differences  in  measures  approved 
by  each  Chamber.  Substantive  actions  of  the  Joint  Executive  Committee,  inclu- 
ding proposals  to  reconcile  differences  in  measures  approved  by  each  Chamber, 
shall  require  the  separate  subsequent  approval  of  each  Chamber. 

ARTICLE  II.  Procedures 

1.  Except  as  otherwise  specified  below,  each  Chamber  shall  establish  its  own  pro- 
cedures and  rules,  and  choose  its  own  officers  and  committees. 

2.  Joint  committees  shall  be  constituted  by  the  two  Chambers.  Each  Chamber  shall 
designate  one-half  of  the  members  of  each  committee.  Nominees  of  the  Faculty 
Chamber  shall  be  proposed  hy  the  faculty  members  of  the  Joint  Executive  Commit- 
tee , and  approved  by  the  Faculty  Cajmber,  and  nominees  of  the  Student  Chamber 
shall  be  proposed  by  the  student  members  of  the  Joint  Executive  Committee, 

and  approved  by  the  Student  Chamber.  Persons  who  are  not  members  of  either 
Chamber  may  be  proposed  for  membership  on  committees.  Committees  shall  elect 
their  own  chairmen. 
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3.  The  standing  joint  committee  shall  be:  Admissions,  Curriculum,  Academic 

Evaluation  and  Scholastic  Standing,  Rules  and  Procedures,  and  Library  and 
Bookstore.  Additional  and  special  joint  committees  may  be  established  at  any 
time  by  joint  action  of  the  two  Chambers.  Each  Chamber  may  also  create  such 
committees  as  it  deems  necessary. 

4.  Each  Chamber  shall  elect  a Speaker  at  its  first  meeting  of  the  academic  year 
to  serve  two  for  one  year.  They  shall  be  conpensated  for  their  services.  The 
speakers  shall  serve  as  chief  executive  officers  of  each  Chamber.  Each  shall 
also  serve  as  one  of  the  seven  representatives  of  his  Chamber,  and  as  a co- 
chairman  of  the  Joint  Executive  Committee.  The  Speaker  of  the  Student  Cham- 
ber shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the  Student  Chamber.  The  speaker  of  the  Fa- 
culty Chamber  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the  Faculty  Chamber  in  the  absence 
of  the  Dean  of  the  College. 

5.  Unless  changed  by  the  adoption  of  by-laws  by  a majority  of  the  full  membership 
of  each  Chamber,  the  following  procedures  shall  apply: 

a.  A quorum  will  consist  of  a majority  of  the  total  membership  of  the  Chamber. 

b.  General  parliamentary  procedure  will  apply,  as  defined  by  Robert's  Rules 
of  Order. 

c.  All  substantive  motions,  amendments,  and  substitutions  must  be  presented 
in  written  form  to  the  Chamber  meeting. 

d.  Meetings  of  each  Chamber  will  be  scheduled  as  necessary,  but  at  least 
bi-monthly,  by  the  members  of  the  Joint  Executive  Committee.  Special 
meetings  may  also  be  called  by  written  petition  of  one-fifth  of  the  member- 
ship of  the  Chamber. 

e.  The  agenda  of  the  two  Chambers  will  consist  of  reports  from  committees  and 
of  other  matters  submitted  by  the  Joint  Executive  Committee,  the  Deans, 
and  other  officers  of  the  University,  or  by  petition  of  107,  of  the  mem- 
bership, or  by  petition  of  107,  of  the  Livingston  student  body.  Any  person 
at  Livingston  College  may  present  any  matter  directly  to  the  Joint  Exec- 
utive Committee,  to  any  Joint  Committee,  or  to  any  members  of  these  commit- 
tees. All  matters  to  be  considered  must  be  circulated  in  writing  to  all 
members  of  the  Chambers  and  publicized  in  appropriate  places  at  least  one 
week  in  advance  of  the  meeting  at  which  such  matters  are  to  be  considered. 
No  other  items  are  to  be  considered  unless  such  consideration  is  approved 
by  two-thirds  of  those  present  and  voting.  Matters  referred  to  committees 
must  be  reported  upon  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Chambers.  New  business 
originated  in  either  Chamber  shall  bte  transmitted  to  the  apporpriate  com- 
mittees for  consideration  and  reported  back  to  each  Chamber  for  further 
action. 

f.  Members  of  the  College  community  may  be  invited  to  participate  in  debate 
of  both  Chambers.  The  Deans,  Directors  and  the  Kilmer  Area  Librarian  will 
be  invited  to  all  meetings  of  both  Chambers  and  may  participate  in  debate. 
Other  persons  may  be  allowed  to  participate  in  debate  by  majority  vote  of 
the  members  of  the  Chamber  concerned. 

g.  Meetings  will  be  public,  unless  an  executive  session  is  voted  by  a majority 
of  the  Chamber  concerned.  All  binding  votes  must  be  taken  in  open  session. 

6.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  passed  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  the  total 
membership  in  each  Chamber. 


ARTICLE  III.  Composition 
A.  The  Faculty  Chamber 

1.  The  membership  of  the  Faculty  Chamber  shall  consist  of: 

a.  All  Professors,  Associate  Professors,  Assistant  Professors  and  In- 
structors who  hold  full-time  appointment  at  Livingston  College. 

b.  Members  of  the  Faculties  of  the  Engineering  Faculty  and  the  Agricul- 
ture and  Environmental  Science  Faculty  appointed  to  Livingston  College t 

c.  The  President  and  Provost  of  the  University,  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty 
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of  Liberal  Arts,  Che  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School,  and  the  Chairman 
of  the  New  Brunswick  Departments. 

d.  The  Dean  of  the  College,  and  such  administrative  officials  who  hold 
at  least  half-time  faculty  appointments  at  Livingston  College. 

2.  The  Faculty  Chamber  may  approve  the  membership  of  such  instructors  as  are 
invited  by  the  Chamber  for  a specified  time. 

3.  The  Faculty  Chamber  shall  approve  the  membership  of  one  or  more  teaching 
assistants  to  be  elected  by  the  teaching  assistants. 

B.  The  Student  Chamber 

1.  The  membership  of  the  Student  Chamber  shall  consist  of  undergraduate  stu- 
dents of  Livingston  College  taking  at  least  eight  credits. 

2.  For  the  academic  year  1969-70,  the  Student  Chamber  shall  consist  of  15 
representatives  elected  by  the  Black  students,  15  representatives  elected 
by  the  White  students,  15  representatives  elected  by  the  Hispanic  students 
and  15  representatives  elected  by  those  students  no  in  any  of  the  other 
three  groups.  However,  if  any  group  has  less  than  30  students  in  1969-70, 
or  less  than  40  in  the  following  year,  the  number  of  representatives  elec- 
ted by  that  groupvwill  be  determined  by  allowing  one  representative  for 
every  two  students.  Any  student  may  be  nominated  for  a seat  assigned  to 
any  group. 

3.  A student  may  be  nominated  by  a petition  signed  by  57,  of  the  students  in  the 
group  to  which  the  seat  is  assigned.  Seats  that  are  not  filled  at  the  re- 
gular election  will  be  declared  vacant  for  the  year. 

4.  For  the  first  election  of  the  Student  Chamber,  petitions  will  be  circulated 
from  March  9 to  March  13,  1970,  and  the  election  shall  be  held  on  March 

18,  1970  by  secret  ballot  at  a designated  time  and  place  with  sufficient 
provision  made  for  full  participation  by  all  students,  including  absentee 
ballots.  Thereafter,  elections  will  be  held  annually  in  the  month  of  Oc- 
tober . 

5.  Each  student  may  vote  for  as  many  nominees  as  there  are  positions  to  be 
filled  in  his  or  her  group.  The  students  receiving  the  highest  numbers  of 
votes  for  the  positions  to  be  filled  shall  be  declared  elected. 

6.  The  Student  Chamber  shall  establish  a committee  to  report  not  later  than 
April  of  1971  concerning  the  adequacy  of  the  representation  system  here  es- 
tablished . 

7.  Any  member  of  the  Student  Chamber  may  be  recalled  by  a petition  signed  by 
207o  of  the  members  of  the  group  he  represents.  If  a student  is  recalled, 
the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  within  two  weeks  by  an  election  participated  in 
by  the  group  that  elected  him.  During  the  two  weeks  recall  period,  no 
business  shall  be  transacted  by  the  Student  Chamber. 

ARTICLE  IV.  Implementation. 

1.  The  proposed  Constitution  shall  be  distributed  by  February  18,  1970,  to 
all  faculty  and  students  of  Livingston  Collebe,  and  publicized  in  appro- 
priate places.  At  a general  meeting  on  February  25,  1970,  amendments  may 
be  voted  upon  by  a majority  vote  of  those  faculty  and  students  present,  so 
long  as  at  least  100  of  them  are  there.  Amendments  on  the  composition  of 
the  Student  Chamber  shall  be  voted  upon  only  by  the  students,  and  amendments 
on  the  composition  of  the  Faculty  Chamber  shall  be  voted  on  only  by  the 
faculty.  A ballot  shall  then  be  mailed  to  the  faculty  and  the  student  body 
shall  then  be  polled  by  secret  ballot.  Separate  approval  by  a voting  ma- 
jority of  students  of  Livingston  College  taking  at  least  eight  credits  and 

a voting  majority  of  the  full-time  faculty  of  Livingston  College  shall  be 
required  to  ratify  this  Constitution. 

2.  Upon  the  approval  of  this  Constitution,  the  student  members  of  the  Committee 
of  16  shall  implement  the  provisions  for  election  of  the  Student  Chamber. 
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Upon  certification  of  those  elected,  the  Committee  of  16  shall  expedi- 
tiously call  meetings  of  the  Faculty  and  Student  Chambers. 

3.  No  later  than  November,  1970,  the  Speakers  of  the  two  Chambers  shall  pro- 
vide for  a meeting  of  the  Livingston  College  community  for  a general  re- 
view of  the  Constitution.  Following  such  meeting,  the  Academic  Government 
shall  select  a new  committee  consisting  of  equal  numbers  of  faculty  and 
students  to  examine  the  Constitution  and  propose  revisions  for  submission 
to  the  community. 

4.  This  Constitution  shall  be  invalid  after  April,  1971,  unless  submitted  and 
ratified  again  by  that  time.

LIVINGSTON  COLLEGE  COMPLAINT  BOARD 


This  committee  has  been  vested  by  the  Joint  Executive  Committee  with  the 
responsibility  to  help  protect  the  College  community  and  its  individual  members. 
There  are  many  cases  in  which  a member  of  the  Livingston  community  has  a com- 
plaint involving  non-academic  and  non-criminal  matters  for  which  advice  and  as- 
sistance is  needed.  The  Board  will  hear  and  review  all  such  complaints,  until 
more  permanent  judicial  proceedings  can  be  structured.  Complaints  may  also  be 
lodged  directly  with  the  judicial  board. 

We  are  especially  concerned  with  complaints  involving: 

1.  Acts  against  persons  or  personal  property 

2.  Acts  against  community  property 

3.  Acts  which  constitute  serious  threats  to  the  survival  of  the 
Livingston  community. 

These  acts  may  pertain  to  members  of  the  Livingston  community  or  outsiders. 

The  Committee  consists  of  five  (5)  students  and  five  (5)  faculty,  with  a 
"convener"  elected  by  the  ten  members  on  a rotating  basis.  Its  function  is  to 
consider  all  available  evidence  and  decide  whether  to  recommend  further  steps. 

In  the  case  of  complaints  against  outsiders,  the  Board  might  recommend  civil  action 
or  the  lodging  of  a formal  complaint.  In  the  case  of  a complaint  against  a com- 
munity member,  the  Board  might  give  advice  and  counsel  or  recommend  a judicial 
heari  ng. 

If  the  Board  decides  there  is  sufficient  evidence  against  a community  member, 
it  will  communicate  the  charges  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Judicial  Board  in  a signed 
statement,  with  a minority  report  if  needed.  The  Chairman  of  the  Judicial  Board 
will  then  communicate  the  charges  to  the  student  or  faculty  member  accused,  and 
set  a time  and  place  for  the  proceedings.  The  convener,  or  some  other  member  of 
the  Board^will  represent  the  Complaint  Board  at  those  proceedings  to  present  evi- 
dence. 

The  Complaint  Board  does  not  decide  guilt.  It  does  not  press  civil  charges. 
Evidence  presented  to  it  will  be  kept  in  the  strictest  confidence.

The  Livingston  College  Temporary  Judicial  Board  was  constituted  out  of  the  commit- 
tee elected  to  draft  a constitution  for  the  academic  government  of  Livingston. 

It  is  serving  as  a temporary  judicial  board  until  such  a time  as  the  joint  student- 
faculty  committee  on  a permanent  judicial  board  brings  forth  a proposal  that  is 
approved  by  the  faculty  and  student  chambers.  The  members  of  the  temporary  judi- 
cial board  view  themselves  as  functioning  within  a college  that  is  seeking  to 
develop  into  a multi-racial  educational  institution  at  a time  of  great  tensions 
reflecting  profound  problems  in  our  country.  The  members  of  the  board  have  estab- 
lished the  following  principles: 

Jur i sd i ct ion ; 


The  Judicial  Board  will  deal  only  with  non-criminal  matters,  including  the  non- 
criminal aspects  of  cases  which  may  also  have  criminal  aspects.  Specifically, 
the  Board  will  consider  cases  involving  alleged  violation  of  University  and  College 
statutes,  as  well  as  other  conduct  allegedly  detrimental  to  the  college  community. 

General  Procedures ; 


The  Board  will  attempt  to  conciliate  cases,  as  well  as  being  responsible  for  formal 
judgments  in  cases  brought  before  it.  In  controversies  between  two  individuals, 
the  Board  will  first  conduct  separate  and  informal  hearings,  then  attempt  concilia- 
tion of  the  parties,  and  move  to  forma)  proceedings  in  the  event  these  preliminary 
attempts  do  not  succeed.  The  Board  will  hear  cases  brought  to  it  directly,  as  well 
as  those  referred  by  the  Livingston  Complaint  Board  and  by  administrative  officials. 
In  informal  proceedings  no  written  records  will  be  kept. 

Forma  1 Proceed i nqs : 

In  formal  proceedings  the  following  procedures  will  apply: 

a)  A written  record  of  statements,  testimony,  etc.  will  be  kept  by  a secretary  out- 
side of  the  committee's  membership;  b)  Parties  to  the  controversy  will  have  the 
right  to  bring  advisers  from  within  the  College  community  to  the  proceedings;  c) 
Parties  to  the  controversy  will  be  present  during  the  proceedings;  d)  Parties  to 
the  controversy  may  call  any  witnesses  and  may  question  any  witnesses. 

D i spos i t ion  of  Cases  Cons i dered  by  The  Board: 

It  is  understood  that  until  the  creation  of  a more  permanent  judicial  mechanism, 
this  Judicial  Board  will  act  as  the  body  recommending  disposition  of  cases  to  the 
dean  of  the  college  and  other  appropriate  authorities.

RECORDS  AND  TRANSCRIPTS

At  first,  the  policy  was  that  only  the  courses  for 
which  you  received  credit  would  appear  on  your 
transcript.  Because  things  were  too  disorganized 
the  first  year,  the  Registrar  of  Livingston  sent 
letters  to  the  other  college  listing  the  course 
you  had  received  credit  for,  rather  than  an 
official  transcript. 

options 

Now  that  the  system  for  producing  official  transcripts 
has  been  set  in  motion,  certain  people  feel  that  it 
would  be  more  convenient  and  better  all  around  if 
all  your  courses  where  printed  on  your  transcript. 

The  policy  now  is  that  you  have  a choice  of  having 
a letter  written  by  the  Registrar  with  only  courses 
for  which  you  have  received  credit  are  listed;  or 
an  official  transcript  with  all  courses  listed.

Registration  is  a two-step  process. 

First,  there  is  preregistration, where  you  pick 
out  the  courses  you  think  you  want  and  fill  out  a 
program  card  which  is  returned  to  the  Registrar. 

The  Registrar's  Office  will  pick  out  all  your 
course  cards  for  courses  you  are  taking  at 
Livingston.  For  inter-collegiate  registration, 
you  must  get  an  "Inter-collegiate  REgistration 
Card"  from  the  Registrar's  Office  and  pick  up  the 
course  cards  at  the  Registrar's  Offices  at  the 
other  colleges. 

Step  two  is  after  you  receive  your  V-form  in 
the  mail.  If  the  courses  listed  on  it  are  the 
ones  you  definitely  want  to  take,  just  sign  the 
card  and  send  it  back  to  the  Registrar.  If  the 
changes  are  minor  (one  or  two  courses)  just 
write  the  new  courses  on  the  V-form.  However, 
if  you  are  revising  your  whole  schedule,  it's 
advisible  to  go  to  the  Registrar's  Office  and 
discuss  it  with  them. 

If  the  changes  you  are  making  are  related  to 
courses  given  at  other  colleges,  yoy  will  have 
to  go  to  their  Registrar's  Office  to  pick  out 
new  course  cards.

A.  Who  Takes  What  Plan? 

1.  All  resident  freshmen  are  required  to  take  the  7-day  plan,  and 
the  special  freshman  orientation  meal  plan. 

2.  Priority  will  be  given  in  assignment  to  those  upperclass  students 
who  agree  to  both  a room  and  board  contract,  with  any  remaining  spaces  avail- 
able to  those  who  wish  housing  but  not  the  food  contract. 

3.  Commuting  students,  faculty  and  staff  may  buy  into  any  of  the  meal 
plans  listed  above. 

B.  What  Does  the  Meal  Plan  Buy? 

All  Rutgers  University  dining  facilities  are  non-profit  and  self- 
supporting.  This  means  that  the  income  on  the  meal  plans  is  used  to  pay  the 
debt  service  (mortgage)  on  facilities,  and  to  cover  operating  expenses  for 
meals  provided  at  Rutgers  University. 

The  meal  plan  is  priced  on  the  following  assumptions: 

1 . Most  students  do  not  eat  all  the  meals  they  are  entitled  to  under 
a meal  plan,  whether  because  of  occasional  illness,  personal  business,  etc. 

2.  Ho  meals  are  provided  during  official  University  holidays,  i.e.. 
Thanksgiving  break,  Christmas  vacation,  etc. 

The  Contract:  (YOU  BUY  A MEAL  PLAN  FOR  AN  ENTIRE  YEAR)  So  freshmen  who  turn 

sophomores  at  mid-semester  are  not  allowed  to  break  or  change  their  meal  plan 
other  than  from  a 5-day  (lit)  to  a 7-day  (20).  Even  if  you  were  not  required 
to  take  a board  plan  before,  after  you  sign,  you  are  committed  to  a one-year 
contract.  NOTE:"  EXCEPT  FOR  THE  CONDITIONS  DISCUSSED  BELOW.  See  page  2. 

Refunds : If  you  have  signed  a year-long  board  contract  and  then: 

1.  You  withdraw  from  Livingston  College: 

a.  If  you  withdraw  before  the  first  day  of  classes  you  are  then  en- 
titled to  a full  board  refund  minus  the  meals  you  have  already  eaten.  Note: 
Refunds  usually  take  one  or  two  months  to  process. 

Procedure:  Inform  Dean  Pervin  of  intention  to  withdraw;  file  with- 

drawal form  signed  by  Dean  Pervin  at  the  Registrar's  Office;  and  upon  notifi— 
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2. 


cation  in  writing  from  dining  services  that  your  request  has  been  approved, 
return  unused  portion  of  meal  ticket  to  Mrs.  Fox,  Dining  Services,  Winants 
Hall. 


b.  If  you  withdraw  during  the  first  twelve  weeks  of  classes  you  are 
then  entitled  to  a partial  refund  based  on  50 % of  the  prorated  fees  from  the 
date  of  withdrawal  to  end  of  the  term.  (Note:  A prorated  fee  refers  to  the 
cost  of  meals  per  day  times  the  number  of  meals  you  would  miss  during  the 
semester  from  the  day  of  withdrawal  on). 

c.  If  you  withdraw  after  the  first  twelve  weeks  of  the  semester  there 
is  no  refund. 

Procedure:  Same  as  above. 

2.  Your  registration  is  cancelled  by  the  Livingston  College  Registrar. 

You  are  entitled  to  a prorated  refund  of  board. 

Procedure:  Upon  notification  in  writing  from  dining  services  that  your 

request  has  been  approved,  return  unused  portion  of  meal  ticket  to  Mrs.  Fox, 
Dining  Services,  Winants  Hall. 

3.  If  required  academic  work  precludes  your  attendance  at  a significant 
number  of  meals  during  a semester  then  you  may  be  entitled  to  a partial  refund. 

Procedure:  The  faculty  member  supervising  the  field  work  verifies  in 

writing  the  necessity  for  missing  regular  meals  during  semester;  letter  must 
be  forwarded  to  Dining  Services;  upon  notification  in  writing  from  Dining  Ser- 
vices that  your  request  has  been  approved,  return  unused  portion  of  meal  ticket 
to  Mrs.  Fox,  Dining  Services,  Winants  Hall. 

1+.  Special  Health  Problems  precludes  your  eating  in  the  dining  hall.  You 
may  be  entitled  to  a prorated  refund. 

Procedure:  The  Director  of  the  Livingston  College  Health  Services 

verifies  in  writing  that  your  special  health  needs  cannot  be  met  in  the  dining 
hall  (Note:  a letter  from  your  family  doctor  is  not  sufficient).  This  letter 

is  forwarded  to  Dining  Services.  Upon  notification  in  writing  from  Dining 
Services  that  your  request  has  been  approved,  you  return  the  unused  portion  of 
meal  ticket  to  Mrs.  Fox,  Dining  Services,  Winants  Hall. 

5.  Special  Financial  Problems  indicate  that  eating  in  the  dining  hall 
constitutes  a serious  financial  burden.  You  may  be  entitled  to  a prorated 
re  fund . 

Procedure:  The  Director  of  Livingston  College  Financial  Aid  verifies 

need.  This  letter  is  forwarded  to  Dining  Services.  Upon  notification  in 
writing  from  Dining  Services  that  your  request  has  been  approved,  return  unused 
portion  of  meal  ticket  to  Mrs.  Fox,  Dining  Services,  Winants  Hall. 

6.  You  want  to  sublease  your  room  and  board  contract  at  mid-semester  and 
become  a commuter.  You  may  be  permitted  to  break  your  room  and  board  contract. 

Procedure:  See  housing  office,  13  Senior  St.  for  possible  sub-leasers. 

This  option  works  only  when  there  is  a waiting  list  for  dorm  accomodations. 

NOTE:  NOTHING  ELSE  WORKS 

USE  MEAL  TICKET  UNTIL  YOU  RECEIVE  WRITTEN  NOTIFICATION  THAT  DINING 
SERVICES  APPROVES  THE  BREAK  IN  CONTRACT.  THEN  RETURN  UNUSED  PORTION 
OF  MEAL  TICKET  TO  MRS.  FOX,  DINING  SERVICES,  WINANTS  HALL. 
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Special  Diets 


If  your  religious  beliefs  require  a special  diet  which  is  not  available 
at  the  dining  hall: 

1.  You  may  contact  Rabbi  Funk  and  arrange  to  take  your  meals  at  Hillel. 

Procedure:  Pay  your  board  fee  directly  to  Food  Services  and  then  Food 

Services  reimburses  Hillel  for  your  meals. 

2.  You  may  contact  the  manager  of  Livingston  Dining  Services  and/or  Dean 
Pervin  to  inquire  as  to  how  your  special  dietary  needs  may  be  met. 

Note:  Vegetarians  are  accommodated  by  Dining  Services.  Alternates  to 

meat  dishes  are  always  available  on  request. 


Meal  Ticket 

Your  first  meal  ticket  may  be  picked  up  in  the  LIA  dining  hall  Monday,  Sept. 
7 from  2-6  p.m. ; Tuesday,  Sept.  8 from  10-6;  Sunday  Sept.  13  from  10-6.  Except 
as  listed,  pick  up  meal  tickets  at  Winants  Hall  during  University  office  hours. 
From  then  on,  your  meal  ticket  will  be  mailed  to  you  each  month  through  campus 
mail.  Your  meal  ticket  should  be  carried  with  you  with  your  ID  card  at  all 
times.  It  will  be  punched  at  each  meal  by  a checker  at  the  beginning  of  the 
serving  line.  From  time  to  time  your  ID  card  will  be  asked  for  along  with  your 
meal  ticket  for  identification  purposes  and  to  prevent  misuse  of  the  meal  ticket. 

Misuse  of  Meal  Ticket 


You  will  notice  on  the  meal  ticket  that  it  is  "non-transferable . " The 
board  rate  is  estimated  knowing  that  you  will  not  want  to  attend  every  break- 
fast and  that  you  will  want  to  go  home  on  some  weekends,  that  you  may  want  to 
observe  certain  holidays  or  religious  occasions,  or  that  you  will  be  away  for 
an  occasional  field  trip.  You  are  thus  not  charged  for  every  meal,  and  if  you 
loan  your  meal  ticket,  you  are  giving  the  Division  of  Food  Services  an  unplanned 
expense.  The  checker  may  ask  for  your  ID  card  along  with  the  meal  ticket 
periodically  in  order  to  minimize  such  misuse. 

Selection  of  Food 

Because  we  offer  cafeteria  service,  we  are  able  to  provide  a wide  choice 
of  foods.  For  all  meals,  you  may  select  one  of  the  two  or  more  main  courses. 

Seconds  are  allowed  on  all  items  with  the  exception  of  the  main  entree , 
which  is  limited  to  one  serving  per  student  per  meal.  The  quantity  of  food 
available  to  you  in  the  dining  hall  is  more  than  ample  to  meet  nutritional 
requirements  and  esaily  satisfies  the  heartiest  of  appetites,  but  we  encourage 
you  to  take  only  what  you  feel  you  can  eat  so  that  waste  will  be  kept  to  a 
minimum.

When  you  finish  your  meal,  you  carry  your  tray  and  dishes  to  the  conveyor 
belts  which  are  located  conveniently  at  the  exits.  The  student  dining  room 
attendants,  who  are  in  the  dining  hall  during  meal  hours,  are  primarily  respon- 
sible for  keeping  bus  carts  available,  maintaining  condiment  tables,  and  pro- 
viding clean  tables  to  incoming  students.  They  are  not  there  to  carry  your 
tray  to  the  conveyor  belts . 

Dress 


For  safety  reasons,  you  will  not  be  allowed  in  the  dining  hall  with  bare 

feet. 

Misconduct 


Charges  of  misconduct  in  the  dining  hall  shall  be  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  student  manager  on  duty  who  can  then  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  the 
Complaint  Board. 

Transfer  of  Meals 


To  request  permission  to  use  Livingston  meal  tickets  at  other  University 
dining  halls,  see  the  manager  of  the  Livingston  Dining  Services,  John  Gibson. 

Lost  Meal  Tickets 


If  a meal  ticket  is  lost,  go  to  the  manager  and  get  a "lost  meal  slip." 

This  "lost  meal  slip"  will  allow  you  to  eat  at  the  dining  hall  until  you  get 
another  meal  ticket  from  the  Business  Office  at  Winants  Hall.  The  meals  on  the 
"lost  meal  slip"  will  be  charged  to  the  student  at  guest  rates  unless  the  origi- 
nal meal  ticket  or  a replacement  is  purchased  from  dining  services  and  presented 
to  the  Business  Office  in  Winants  Hall  for  credit  within  three  days. 

Suggestion  on  Improving  Food  Service 

Members  of  the  management  staff  of  the  dining  hall  and  the  student  managers 
are  available  when  a special  situation  or  problem  arises  in  the  dining  hall. 

Rental  of  Equipment 

For  special  occasions  and  with  proper  arrangements,  certain  items  of  equip- 
ment at  the  dining  hall  can  be  rented,  but  Food  Service  policy  is  that  Food 
Service  personnel  are  not  allowed  to  lend  equipment  at  any  time.

While  each  house  has  its  own  living,  upper- 
class  student  adviser,  and  non-resident  faculty 
adviser,  students  in  the  ten  houses  of  the  quad- 
rangle share  a resident  faculty  adviser,  a 
library,  lounges  and  seminar  rooms,  as  well  as 
recreational  and  laundry  facilities. 

Students  have  their  choice  of  living  in  an 
all-male  or  all-female  house  of  or  living  in  a 
co-ed  house  where  men  and  women  live  on  separate 
floors  and  share  common  living  room  on  the  ground 
floor.

The  Division  of  Housing  reserves  the  right  to 
inspect  the  room  at  times  convenient  to  its 
maintenance  staff;  likewise  the  right  to 
terminate  the  contract,  reposses  or  reassign 
rooms;  and  such  other  steps  as  may,  from  time 
to  time,  seem  necessary  and  advisable  for  the 
proper  conduct  of  its  housing  program. 
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Room  painting  agreement 


This  agreement  concerns  the  painting  of  student 

rooms  in  certain  residence  halls,  by  the  student 

tenants  of  these  rooms,  during  the  college  year. 

1.  The  room  must  be  adjudged  to  need  repainting, 
as  determined  by  a Housing  Division  represen- 
tative.  Generally,  need  is  determined  by 
soiled  appearance;  occasionally,  a room  may 
need  redecoration  because  the  existing  color 
is  found  to  be  so  unusual  as  to  be  offensive 
to  most  people.  The  important  consideration 
involved  is  that  if  room  painting  is 
excessively  frequent,  a thick  layer  of 

pa  i ntbu  ilds  up,  which  is  unsightly  and 
and  very  costly  to  remove.  Desire  to  change 
decor  alone  is  not  sufficient  reason  to  re- 
paint. 

2.  If  approval  to  repaint  a room  is  desired,  the 
procedure  is  as  follows: 

(a)  Fill  out  a work-order  form,  available  thru 
your  preceptor,  indicating  your  room  number 
and  name,  and  drop  it  in  the  mailbox  for  work 
orders,  located  near  the  hall's  main  bulletin 
board.  Show  on  form  "want  to  paint  room". 

In  cases  of  other  than  a single  room, 
other  students  sharing  the  room  must 
also  sign  the  request. 

(b)  A Housing  representative  will  inspect 
your  room  to  determine  need.  You  will 

be  notified  by  letter  to  your  P.0,  box 
indicating  approval  or  disapproval. 

3.  If  approved,  go  to  the  Housing  Main- 
tenance Office  (Rutgers  College  in 
Clothier  basement;  Livingston  College 
in  House  14)  and  request  Housing  Paint 
Color  Chart.  After  selecting  color/colors, 
fill  out  the  first  part  of  the  agreement 
and  issue  the  paint,  pan,  roller,  and 
brush . 

4.  The  following  rules  apply... and  are  accepted 
by  the  student  by  the  fact  of  his  signature 
on  the  agreement. 

(a)  No  colors  and  no  paint  other  than  as 
issued  by  Housing  may  be  used.  This  paint 
is  a latex  type,  and  is  not  flammable.  It 
is  soluble  in  water,  until  dry.  All  tools 
can  be  cleaned  in  water.  Spots  dropped  on 
the  floor  can  be  removed  with  water  before  dryi 
drying.  Solvents  such  as  petroleum,  turpen- 
tine, etc.,  are  not  usable  with  this  paint. 
These  solvents  are  flammable,  and  are  abso- 
lutely prohibited  in  the  residence  halls. 
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(b)  The  student  must  protect  furniture, 
floors,  etc.,  by  covering  with  newspapers 
or  other  items.  Damage  caused  to  furni- 
ture, screens,  floors,  doors,  etc.,  by 
earless  use  of  paint  will  be  charged  against 
the  student. 


(c)  Ceilings  may  be  painted  white  or  off-white 
only.  This  is  because  the  white  ceilings 
tend  to  reflect  light.

Also,  no  "patterns",  "psychedelic"  or 
"messages",  or  symbols  may  be  used.  Each 
wall  must  be  completely  painted,  and  in 
only  one  color.

The  postal  service  provided  to  the  University  community  is  a Physical  Plant 
responsibility.  All  mail  is  distributed  on  a regularly  scheduled  basis  among  the 
campuses.  Mail  rooms,  post  office  boxes,  and  other  postal  facilities  are  maintained 
by  Physical  Plant. 

Mail  service  between  New  Brunswick  and  Newark  is  run  on  a daily  basis.  Campus 
mail  from  and  to  Camden  is  picked  up  and  delivered  on  Tuesday,  Thursday  and  Friday. 
When  time  is  of  the  essence  with  regard  to  mail  going  to  or  from  Camden,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  U.S.  Postal  System  bemused. 

Campus  mail  must  be  properly  addressed  as  follows: 

1.  Name  of  addressee  and  title. 

2.  Name  of  department.  If  there  is  more  than  one  department  with  a similar 
name,  the  exact  department,  including  the  name  or  number  of  the  building  to 
which  the  letter  is  to  be  delivered,  must  be  indicated. 

3.  Designation  of  campus,  e.g.,  College  Avenue,  Douglass,  College  of  Agricul- 
ture and  Environmental  Science,  etc. 

4.  Do  not  use  abbreviations  which  may  result  in  the  misdirection  of  the  mail. 

Mail  addressed  to  students  should  indicate: 

1.  Name  of  the  student. 

2.  Student's  class  (year) 

3.  University  Post  Office  Box  Number  (New  Brunswick  area  only) 

4.  Campus. 

Mail  to  be  picked  up  by  the  University  mailmen  from  departments  must  be  separa- 
ted by  a rubber  band  into  three  groups:  Campus  Mail,  U.S.  Mail,  and  metered  mail.

Rules  and  Regulations 


UNIVERSITY  REGULATIONS 


A Message  to  the  University  Community  from  Mason  W.  Gross 


The  University  is  presently  confronted  with  acts  which  threaten  its  existence  as 
a community.  We  have  experienced,  in  recent  weeks,  an  outbreak  of  physical  assaults 
upon  students  and  theft  and  vandalism  of  student  property;  there  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  abuse  of  drugs.  These  acts  have  been  committed  both  by  outsiders  and  by  mem- 
bers of  the  University  community. 

During  the  past  several  years,  the  concept  in  loco  parentis  has  been  abandoned 
as  a definition  of  student-institution  relationships  at  Rutgers.  As  this  concept  has 
been  abandoned at  the  request  of  the  students  themselves student  activities  out- 

side the  classroom  are  less  and  less  regulated  by  the  University.  Consequently,  the 
University  is  no  longer  a sanctuary;  the  student  is  no  longer  exempt  from  the  normal 
regulations  of  the  outside  community. 

Clearly,  the  University  cannot  serve  as  a haven  for  any  person  who  would  either 
disregard  the  law  or  set  himself  above  it.  Moreover,  an  academic  community  such  as 
ours  can  only  function  if  all  its  members  are  personally  secure  and  free  from  danger. 

To  this  end  the  University  will  take  action,  consistent  with  the  requirements  of 
due  process,  as  follows: 

1)  The  University,  through  its  campus  patrol  and  other  resources,  will  work  with 
off-campus  authorities  to  bring  an  immediate  end  to  crimes  of  violence  on  all  its  cam- 
puses. Any  person  apprehended  on  University  property  involved  in  theft,  vandalism,  or 
any  form  of  unlawful  attack  upon  another  person  will  be  referred  to  the  appropriate 
off-campus  authorities. 

2)  In  addition,  any  person  who  is  identified  as  a user  or  distributer  or  seller 
of  any  illicit  drug  or  narcotic  will  be  liable  to  be  referred  to  the  appropriate  off- 
campus  authorities.  However,  the  previously  announced  policy  of  offering  counseling 
to  those  drug  users  who  seek  such  assistance  will  be  continued. 

3)  Whenever  necessary,  the  University  will  initiate  appropriate  legal  action  to 
enforce  these  policies. 

4)  Students  convicted  of  such  offenses  by  the  civil  authorities  may  be  subject, 
in  addition,  to  University  discipline. 

I regret  very  much  that  this  statement  is  necessary;  but  in  view  of  our  recent 
problems,  there  is  no  alternative.  I call  upon  each  member  of  the  University stu- 
dent, faculty  member,  administrator  and  staff  member to  help  maintain  this  community 

as  a safe  place  to  study  and  a great  place  to  learn. 


UNIVERSITY  REGULATIONS 


I.  Drug  and  Narcotics  Policy 

A.  Drug  Use:  The  University  will  promote  and  encourage  on-campus  programs,  and 

will  make  appropriate  literature  available,  designed  to  view  objectively  the 
facts  concerning  the  uses  of  psychotoxic  drugs  including  such  elements  as: 


1.  The  legitimate  medical  uses; 

2.  The  physical,  psychological  and  social  effects  and  dangers  (both  short 
and  long  term) ; 

3.  The  legal  regulations  and  control;  and 

4.  The  reasons  why  certain  individuals  seek  to  use  them. 

B.  University  Resources:  The  University  shall  make  available,  within  the  limits 

of  its  resources,  those  sociological,  psychological  or  medical  services  neces- 
sary to  assist  individuals  feeling  the  need  for  such  services  as  the  result 

of  drug  and/or  narcotic  use,  or  have  an  interest  in  exploring  such  use. 

C.  Disciplinary  Action:  It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  the  University 

cannot  protect  the  illicit  drug  or  narcotic  user.  In  addition,  the  University 
cannot  ignore  the  potential  dangers  of  drug  misuse  to  the  individual  or  to  the 
academic  community.  Further,  it  cannot  ignore  the  legal  regulations  imposed 
upon  the  illicit  buying,  possession,  use  or  selling  of  certain  drugs  and  nar- 
cotics as  defined  by  federal  and  state  law.  Therefore: 

1.  Individuals  identified  as  using  any  of  the  psychotoxic  drugs  will  be  coun- 
selled according  to  the  specific  problem  and  needs  of  that  individual.  How- 
ever, continued  misuse  and  abuse  will  be  referred  to  the  appropriate  off- 
campus  authorities.  The  judgment  of  the  committee  as  to  the  extent  to 
which  said  individual  is  a danger  to  himself  or  to  the  academic  community 
shall  be  the  basis  for  deciding  what  action  shall  be  imposed. 

2.  Any  student  who  distributes,  makes  available  or  induces  or  persuades  ano- 
ther to  use  any  of  the  illicit  drugs  or  narcotics,  on  or  off  the  campus, 
shall  be  subject  to  disciplinary  action  by  the  University.  In  the  absence 
of  exceptional  circumstances,  the  minimum  penalty  for  those  adjudged 
guilty  of  said  acts  by  the  appropriate  college  committee  shall  be  suspen- 
sion from  the  University  for  the  remainder  of  the  semester  during  which  the 
action  occurred  and  for  the  succeeding  term.  The  maximum  penalty  may  be 
dismissal.  The  terms  for  re-admission  to  the  University  shall  be  defined 

by  the  college  committee  which  adjudicated  the  charge.  Should  a re-admitted 
individual  commit  a violation  of  this  policy  a second  time,  the  act  shall 
result  in  summary  dismissal  from  the  University. 

D.  The  above  actions  may  be  taken  independently  of  any  charges  pending,  or  resol= 
ved,  under  the  laws  of  municipal,  state  or  federal  government. 


II.  Demonstrations  Policy 

A.  All  members  of  this  community  are  encouraged  to  register  their  dissent  from 
any  decision  on  any  issue  and  to  demonstrate  that  dissent  by  any  orderly 
means . 

B.  Any  demonstration  of  dissent  that  is  converted  into  interference  with  the  free- 
dom of  other  members  of  the  academic  community  is  a threat  to  the  freedom  and 
openness  of  our  society. 

C.  Any  such  incidents  that  may  occur  and  any  such  problems  that  may  develop  will 
be  dealt  with  internally  as  in  extremely  serious  matter... The  University  will 
make  every  effort  to  deal  with  the  problem  without  calling  in  outside  assis- 
tance . 


III.  Guest  Speaker  Policy 

A.  Notification  Letter,  Step  One:  Any  officially  recognized  undergraduate  or- 

ganization has  the  privilege  of  inviting  any  speaker  it  desires  within  the  li- 
mits of  the  following  policy  and  procedures.

1.  The  organization's  faculty  advisor  must  be  informed  in  writing  prior 
to  inviting  a speaker  to  the  campus.  A copy  of  that  letter  must  be 
on  file  for  each  invitation  in  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Students. 

2.  Controversial  Issues:  The  University  has  the  right  to  assume  that 

opposing  sides  of  any  issue  will  be  presented.  In  cases  involving  high- 
ly controversial  points  of  view,  the  faculty  advisor  may  recommend: 

a.  An  additional  speaker  on  the  platform; 

b.  A debate  format,  or  may  require 

c.  An  additional  program  in  order  to  meet  this  expectation. 

If  an  organization  is  expressly  constituted  to  support  a particular  point 
of  view,  religious  or  political,  it  will  not  be  expected  to  meet  such 
a responsibility. 

3.  Responsibilities  of  Sponsors:  The  undergraduate  organization  must  state 

explicitly  in  its  invitation  and  in  its  publicity  that  the  speaker  will 
be  a guest  of  the  student  group  and  not  of  the  University  or  any  of  its 
divisions . 

4.  Option  of  Dean  of  Students:  The  host  group  must  assume  the  responsi- 

bility for  any  damage  that  ocfurs  as  a result  of  disorder.  'In  this 
connection,  where  there  is  reasonable  basis  for  concern  regarding  the 
potential  for  disorder,  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Students  may  pre= 
scribe  conditions  for  the  orderly  and  scholarly  conduct  of  the  meeting. 
These  may  include,  but  are  not  necessarily,  limited  to,  the  designa- 
tion of  a chairman/moderator  or  the  limiting  of  attendance  to  members 
of  the  University  community. 


GENERAL  BUILDING  REGULATIONS 


Alcoholic  beverages  may  be  served  only  in  closed  functions  under  University  policy, 
and  are  allowed  only  in  the  room  where  served.  The  organization  serving  is  respon- 
sible for  restricting  the  alcohol  to  that  room.  This  is  a temporary  policy  pending 
University  decision  on  alcohol,  and  it  is  understood  that  this  motion  is  in  no  way 
committing  the  Policy  Board  to  a permanent  policy  when  the  decision  of  the  appro- 
priate university  officials  has  been  made.  (April  20,  1969) 

All  foods  and  beverages  are  allowed  only  in  the  room  where  served.  The  organization 
serving  is  responsible  for  restricting  the  foods  and  beverages  to  that  room.  (May 
4,  1969). 


All  animals  except  seeing  eye  dogs  shall  be  excluded  from  the  building.  (April  27,  1969)

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Know  Your  Rights 


As  a citizen,  you  have  rights.  These  rights  be- 
long to  every  American.  They  come  to  us  from  the 
United  States  Constitution.  They  apply  to  every- 
one, regardless  of  color,  religion,  income,  age 
or  sex. 


1 . RIGHT  TO  SILENCE  - Whether  or  Not  You  Are  Arrested 

If  a policeman  asks  you  questions  about  you,  you 
have  the  right  to  remain  silent,  but  it  is  a good 
idea  to  give  your  name  and  address.  If  you  want 
to,  you  can  answer  the  officer's  questions,  but 
remember  that  you  have  the  right  to  remain  silent. 
The  decision  is  yours,  no  matter  what  you  are  told. 
If  you  do  answer  questions,  your  answers  may  be 
used  against  you  later.  If  you  don't  answer,  your 
refusal  to  speak  can  in  no  way  be  used  against  you 
at  any  time . 

2.  RIGHTS  WHEN  ARRESTED 

Your  right  to  remain  silent  remains  even  if  you 
are  arrested.  If  you  are  arrested,  ask  what  the 
charge  is . The  policeman  is  required  by  law  to 
tell  you. 

Whether  you  think  the  arrest  is  legal  or  not,  do 
not  resist  the  arrest  by  running  away  or  by 
fighting.  Even  if  the  policeman  is  wrong,  it  may 
be  a crime  to  resist  him. 


3.  SEARCHES 

A policeman  does  not  have  the  right  to  search  you 
or  your  home  unless:  (1)  you  are  being  arrested, 

or  (2)  he  has  a search  warrant  which  gives  him  the 
power  to  make  a search,  or  (3)  he  has  a good  rea- 
son to  believe  a crime  has  been  committed  or  will 
be  committed. 

If  a policeman  asks  to  come  into  your  home,  you 
do  not  have  to  let  him  in  unless  he  has  a search 
warrant.  Ask  him  to  give  you  a copy  of  it.  Make 
sure  the  warrant  names  your  address.  Be  sure  to 
get  a written  receipt  if  the  policeman  takes  any- 
thing . 
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If  you  are  driving  a car,  a policeman  has  the  right 
to  see  your  driver's  license  and  car  registration. 
Show  them  to  him  if  he  asks  to  see  them. 

If  a policeman  searches  you  or  your  home  or  car 
when  you  do  not  think  he  has  the  right  to,  do 
not  try  to  stop  him.  Simply  try  to  remember 
everything  to  tell  your  lawyer  later.  Tell  him 
you  do  not  give  him  permission  to  search. 


4.  RIGHT  TO  A LAWYER 

You  have  aright  to  a lawyer.  If  you  can't  afford 
one,  you  have  the  right  to  a free  one.  If  you 
insist  on  one  right  away,  the  police  must  not  ask 
you  any  more  questions  until  the  lawyer  comes. 

If  they  still  ask  questions,  you  should  continue 
to  insist  on  your  right  to  see  a lawyer , and  you 
may  not  be  forced  to  answer. 

Remember,  you  cannot  be  forced  to  answer  any 
questions  asked  by  the  police  or  sign  any  papers 
until  you  have  talked  with  your  lawyer. 

You  have  a right  to  meet  privately  with  him  and 
to  have  him  with  you  during  questioning.  What 
you  tell  your  lawyer  cannot  be  used  against  you. 

5.  RIGHT  TO  PHONE  CALL 

You  have  the  right  to  make  at  least  one  phone 
call.  If  you  want  to  call  a lawyer,  but  you 
don't  know  his  number,  call  your  family  or  a 
friend  who  can  help  you.  If  you  need  a phone 
book  or  change,  ask  the  policeman  for  this. 


6.  RIGHT  TO  A SPEEDY  TRIAL 

The  law  requires  that  you  be  brought  before  a 
judge  within  a few  hours  to  find  out  what 
the  charges  are  and  whether  there  is  enough 
evidence  to  hold  you.  The  judge  will  also 
set  your  bail . You  should  ask  to  have  a 
lawyer  at  this  time. 


7.  OTHER  THINGS  WORTH  REMEMBERING 

If  you  are  mistreated,  try  to  remember  the 
badge  number  of  the  policeman  and  what  he 
looks  like.  Try  also  to  remember  what  happened. 
Later  this  could  help  your  lawyer  to  help  you.
